The finding of Captain Amundsen’s 
message was described in the follow- | 
ing report to the Admiral, received | 
last night: 

“Greatly appreciated your good 
Christmas wishes and certainly in- 
tended to reciprocate, but we have 
been traveling at night and got all 
balled up on the time. However, we 
did have a glorious Christmas thrill, 
the memory of which we shall all 
cherish as long as we live. 

‘‘We camped near Mount Betty and 
before leaving for Camp Strom de- 
cided as a last hope to look at a 
curious pile of rock far down on & 
low ridge from the main mountain. 
It was agreed that Mike Thorne and 
I would ski over and take a look 
and thus save bringing the teams, 
but this time we were not disap- 
pointed. 

“So we signaled with our flags for 
the rest to come and it didn’t take 
them long to get there. Even the 
dogs felt the excitement in the air 
and hurried, for we had found 
Amundsen’s cache. 

Bare Heads in Silent Tribute. 


"We stood about the cairn uncov- 
ered for a moment of silence in re- 
spect for the memory of the remark- 
able man whose hands had built it 
before we even touched a stone, and 
then, as though it were a sacred 
relic, we removed just enough to see 
what was inside the cache. 

“Tt contained a five-gallon can of 
kerosene in excellent condition, two 
small packages of matches and a tin 
can. The tin can contained a note 
by Amundsen, a copy of which 
Freddy Crockett will try to send to 
you, and another bit of paper with 
the names and addresses of Hansen 
and Wisting. 

Byrd Note Put Into Cache. 


“T put a note in the can telling 
briefly about the Byrd Expedition 
and the geological party. We took 
the liberty of tearing open one pack- 
age of matches and then carefully 
replaced each rock and left the cairn 
just as we found it and just as 
Amundsen left it eighteen years ago. 

“"You may be sure this gave us all 
a great kick to bring to a close our 
eastern trip. in this way, and we 
would not if we could have had any 
different Christmas.

R-101 Will Be Cut in Two 
To Add Section 75 Feet Long | 


Special Cable to Tez New Yorke Times. 

LONDON, Dec. 27.—Great Brit- 
ain’s new airship, the R-101, is to 
be cut in two and a large section, 
75 feet long, containing a gas bag 
of about 500,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity, will be inserted. 

This will bring the total length 
to 800 feet, making her the world’s 
largest airship with a total gas ca- 
pacity of 5,500,000 cubic feet. 

The reconstruction will give the 
airship increased lifting power. It 
is estimated the new gas bag will 
add six tons to the useful load. 

With new lighter engines and 
modifications in the. existing gas 
bags, the capacity of which will be 
increased, it is estimated the R-101 


will be able to carry fifteen tons 
more on her next flight.

The commission will recommend as 
primary steps the clearing up of the 
congestion of the courts, the transfer 
of the investigatory and prosecuting 
functions of the prohibition unit to 
po Department of Justice, the unifi- 
cation of the numerous border 
patrols, such as the customs, Coast 
Guard, immigration, prohibition and 
narcotic agents, into one organiza- 
tion, and the codification of the 
laws relating to prohibition. 

Congress also will be asked for an 
appropriation for more District At- 
torneys, so that dry-law cases may 
be handled with greater dispatch. A 
strong drive will be made to im- 
prove the personnel of the enforce- 
ment service, chiefly through the 
payment of salaries attractive to the 
class of men desired for the work. 

The commission has been ready to 
make its recommendations for some 
time, it is said, but has held back 
until Congress had authorized the 
creation of the joint committee, 
which Mr. Hoover asked for in a 
message last June. - 

The commission felt that it would 
have been presumptuous to have 
transmitted its suggestions in ad-| 
vance of such action by Congress. 


Congress Duplicates Efforts. 


The enforcement agencies are} 
anxious to cooperate with Congress | 
to secure efficient enforcement and 
welcome . suggestions from every | 
quarter, it is said, and it was with) 
the idea of obtaining such coopera-| 
tion that the President asked in June 
for the creation of the joint com- 
mittee. There are now four or five 
committees in the House concerned | 
with prohibition, and others in the 
Senate which overlap on these func-| 
tions.

Formation of this joint committee 
would open the way for the yh 
cates of more rigid enforcement to 
send recommendations to Congress. 
The law enforcement commission, 
however, is not likely to attempt to 
deal with the entire problem at one 
time. It will work out its program 
step by step, feeling that it is best 
to approach it by careful research 
and not by spectacular methods.. 

Those in charge of enforcement 
feel’ that much: has been accom- 
plished. by the government in 
strengthening the service, but that | 
further legislation must be adopted 
if the best results are to be achieved. 
Popular support, many ‘persons feel, 
‘must be also drawn to the .program 
adopted, with the people brought 
around to a belief in the dry laws. 

It was pointed out today that en- 
forcement is not carried out under 
the Volstead law alone, but under 
twenty-fours statutes, some of them | 
dating back for years, and, in some | 
cases, overlapping or _ conflicting 
with each other in a puzzling fashion. | 

The law enforcement commission 
hes been looking into the laws and 
feels that they should be made to 
harmonize. The commission also has 
heen carefully investigating the re- 
Intions of the States to the Federal 
Government, and the responsibility 
ef the States for aiding in making 
-~ohibition effective. 


Dry Law Not the Sole Problem. 


The idea is emvhasized here that | 
enforcement involves a far greater | 
problem than appears on the surface, 
and that it is so linked with law ob- 
servance in general that it is all but 
impossible to segregate it for spe- 
cial attention. The commission, in | 
anv event, has no such idea in mind. | 
Tt feels that all law enforcement has | 
been lagging for nearly a quarter of | 
a century, due in part to the tech- | 
nical delays in court, the enormous 
growth in population, and the expan- 
sion of Federal activities in the field 
of criminal] law. | 

Complaint is made that the burden | 
on the courts has grown hugely, and, | 
at the same time, the machinery has | 
slackened its pace. In the District 
of Columbia alone, the criminal | 
dockets are eighteen months behind. | 
Some of the District Attorneys are | 
endeavoring to relieve the congestion | 
by permitting pleas of guilty in minor 
violations to be followed by smail 
penalties, a program amounting al- 
most to a licensing system for minor 
crimes. ; 

Members. of the law commission 
are said to feel that while the Dis- 
trict Attorneys are entitled to some 
sympathy, since they are not police 
officers with power to bring crim- 
inals into court, they at times pass | 
the burden to the State govern- 
ments, and the States return it to 
the Federal officials. In other words, 
it is felt that responsibility is not 
always shouldered as it should be. 

Various solutions to clear up the. 
congestion in Federal courts are be- 
ing urged. Last March there were 
50,000 prohibition cases before those 
tribunals, of which only 4,000 had: 
been brought to trial, with the rest 
pleading guilty. One suggestion is 
to increase the number of Federal 

udges, an expensive step. Another 
s the creation of subsidiary courts. 

Other methods have been suggest- 
ed, but many of them involve consti- 
tutional questions. The law enforce- 
ment commission has drawn up a 
digest of this problem.

‘ WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The Coast 
Guard crew which fired upon a boat 
ion Lake Erie Christmas afternoon, 
in which Eugene F. Downey Jr. of 
| Buffalo was shot, later dying of his 
wounds, acted under full authority of 
\the Federal laws, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Lowman de- 
clared today. Lowman fully upheld 
| the crew. 

Lowman asserted that Downey, 
who bled to death from his wounds, 
was at the time free on $10,000 bail 
‘in connection with another smug- 
gling case.’’ ’ 

Answering the demand of local au- 
thorities in Buffalo that the Coast 
Guard crew be turned over to State 
{courts for disposition, Lowman said 
the case is now in the hands of the 
United States Attorney at Buffalo, 
and ‘‘the Treasury Department will 
;cooperate with the local authorities 
jin every possible way to bring out 
ithe full facts.”’ 
| Mr. Lowman’s statement follows: 

“At 4:40 P. M., Dec. 25, the Coast 
Guard lookout reported that a rum- 
|runner ‘was in Canadian waters pro- 
ceeding up the Niagara River. The 
boat laid for a little while off Erie 
Beach dancing pavilion, which is in 
Canadian waters, and then started 
over toward the American shore. 

“The officer in charge of Buffalo 
Coast Guard station sent out Coast 
Guard boat 2245 to intercept the rum- 
runner. Darkness set in at 5:20. 
|The Coast Guard boat proceeded to 
the north breakwater entrance light 
|and tied up to the breakwater. 


Pursuit Blocked by Ice. 


“Some ten minutes later, about 
16:05 P. M.,.the rum-runner was com- 
ing from a southerly direction. When 
the rum-runner was within thirty 
|yards of the Coast Guard boat, the 
usual hailing signals were made and 
six blank shots fired as a warning 
to the rum-runner to stop. 

“The suspected craft kept on its 
course and the Coast Guard craft 
fired between twelve and fifteen 
pistol shots into the rum-runner with 
the “intent of. disabling the motor.

Associates are said to have 
noticed recently that Mr. Watts ap- 
peared worried and despondent, but 
it was assumed the adjustment of the 
market after the collapse had re 
lieved his apprehension. 

William G. Baker Jr. of the firm of 
Baker, Watts & Co. issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Mr. Watts had been depressed fer 
several weeks and his doctor had told 
}mé that it was a nervous condition 
Mr, Watts had been to the office 
practically every day during .that 
period, but has taken very little in- 
terest in the affairs of the business. 
| “It was apparent to us all that he 
| Was not well, but of course none of 
}us thought it was as serious as it 
| proved to be. There has been nothing,

|concerned, to have given Mr. Watts 
jthe slightest concern. I have been 
} associated with him for nearly thirty 
| years in business, and he had one of 
jthe most active business minds I 
have ever met.

years ago-—equal to that of at least 
three living races of today. 

Préfessor Osborn declared that the 
study of Tertiary man must be the 
great task of twentieth century an- 
thropologists. 

He said that a complete revolution- 
izing of our conceptions of the origin 
of man may well be the result of 
this study. 

“‘As the discovery of the Quater-| 
nary fossil man, dating to about 
1,259,000 years ago, was the central 
biological contribution of the nine- 
teenth century, so Tertiary man con- 
stitutes the goal and peak of biologi- 
cal discovery in the twentieth cen- 
tury,’’ Professor Osborn said, adding 
that upon discoveries already made 
“the conclusion is inevitable that the 
main cubic evolution of the human 
brain took place during the ante- 
cedent Tertiary time, and not, as we 
formerly thought, during the Quater- 
nary age of man, or Glacial period.”’ 

With both Lamarck and Darwin, 
the ‘‘ape-man’’ descent was never!

WAS HIS DAUGHTER 


Hungarian, in Paris Suit, Seeks 
Right to Share $2,000,000 
Dancer Left to Poor. 


'SAYS GIRL ‘WAS SUBSTITUTE 


| Affirms She Kept Name After Real 
Gaby Had Died—Lawyer Ex- 
plains Discrepancy in Dates.

| MARSEILLES, Dec. 27.—Investiga- 
tions are being made here by various 
| Parisian journalists seeking to estab- 
lish French nationality for the late 


| Gaby Deslys, the dancer who died 
|in Paris in 1920. The effort is a 
| result of a suit just brought by a 
| Hungarian who claims she was his 
| daughter and that he is therefore 
| entitled to a share of the $2,000,000 
the dancer willed to the poor of 
Marseilles. 

Jean Navratil of Budapest has 
| Started a civil action in Paris seek- 
ing to recover some of the fortune 
| Gaby Deslys possessed at her death. 
He affirms her real name was Hed- 
wige Navratil and that she was born 
at Hatvan, Hungary, in 1884. 

At the bottom of her testament the 
dancer signed Gabrielle Caire as her 
| real name, but M. Navratil points 
|; to a discrepancy in the dates given 
for her birth at Marseilles. The rec- 
| ords at city hall here register her 

birth as in the year 1881, but the 

death certificates signed by Mme. 
| Caire gives the date of her daugh- 
| ter’s birth as 1885. 

M. Navratil asserts his daughter 
| Hedwige was substituted for Ga- 
brielle Caire, whom she strongly re- 
| sembled, when the latter was danc- 
jing in 1906 and became too seri- 
| ously ill to appear on the stage. 

| After the death of the real Ga- 
brielle Caire, according to M. Navra- 
til, his daughter continued to dance 
under that name, 

A representative of La Liberté of 
Paris, however, today interviewed 
the lawyer who drew up Gaby 
Deslys’s will. He explained that she 
herself altered the birth certificate 
to make herself four years younger 
and that her mother produced this 
paper when the death certificate was 
| being made out. The lawyer scoffed 
| at the Hungarian’s claims, indicat- 
| ing a paragraph in the dancer’s will 
{instructing him to care for her 
father’s grave here and ordering 
that she should be buried beside 

him.

LAHORE, India, Dec. 27.—India’s 
Nationalists will demand complete 
independence from British rule. 
The working committee of the All- 
India Nationalist Congress, meeting 
here today, unanimously passed a 
resolution submitted. by ahatma 
Gandhi, .committing one-third . of 
India’s 380,000,000 people to a pro- 
gram of political boycott and civil 


disobedience, with nothing short of | 


independence as the goal. 
The resolution must be submitted 


to the 20,000 delegates to the con-| 


gress for approval, but with the 
resent wave of revolutionary en- 
husiasm sweeping the meetings, it 
is inconceivable that it will fail. 
Even the moderates in the congress 
have been swept over the brink by 
the sheer weight of the numbers 
pushing them on. 


Today’s decision of the Nationalist | 


leaders seems certain to deal a crip- 
pling and perhaps a fatal blow to the 
whole British policy of constitutional 
seform 
aave resolved to turn their backs on 
the Viceroy’s proposal for a round- 
table conference and they will not be 
represented at any discussions with 


the British authorities or represen- | 


tatives of the native Princes. _ Not 
only will there be immediate resigna- 
tions of all the Nationalists who are 
members of the Central and Provin- 
cial Legislatures, but the resolution 
also forbids all the congress men to 
take part directly or indirectly in 
future elections. 


Tax Payments Opposed. 


The text of the resolution author- 
izes the All-India Congress committee 
“whenever it deems fit, to launch 
upon a program of civil disobedience, 
including non-payment of taxes, 
whether in selected areas or other- 
wise and under such safeguards as it 
may consider necessary.”’ 

There is a group in the Congress 
which believes the time is not yet 
ripe for launching a dangerous cam- 

aign of civil disobedience which, 
hey hold, cannot fail to have a dis- 
astrous effect on India’s general pros- 

erity and progress. This group feels 
he mass of the people is not yet 
teady for such a serious test of 
strength. On the other hand, there 
is an impetuous section in the con- 
gress which demands immediate ac- 
tion. 

A personal element has crept into 
the Congress situation. It has long 
been an open secret that extremist 
leaders like S. C. Bose, Srinivasa 
‘yengar and others had a resolution 
veady substantially like Mr. Gandhi’s, 
which they would have put forward 
‘f any attempt had been made to 
;wing the congress toward coopera- 
‘ion with the British. Now that Mr. 
Sandhi has stolen their thunder, 
‘heir only way of appealing to the 

xtreme revolutionaries is to go one 
‘urther and actually set the fuse 
alight. the consequences 
vould be for India no one—not even 
the Nationalist. leaders—can foresee. 


Moderate Leaders Defeated. 


The most sérious et of the sit- 
uation is that even if Congress de- 
cides to mark time for the moment, 
Mr. Gandhi’s resolution has brought 
passions which long have been smol- 
cering to a white heat. No matter 
what happens at Lahore, Jan. 1 will 
be an anxious day for the British in 
the big industrial centres, especially 
in Bombay and Calcutta, where a 
spark may easily start a mass con- 
flagration. 

A refusal to pay. taxes, as part of 
the policy of civil disobedience, would 
probably involve wholesale arresis 
and resultant clashes. It is still not 
known whether the proposed boycott 
would extend to the law courts and 
schools. 

Politically, the Gandhi resolution 
means the virtual extinction of those 
Nationalist leaders who have advo- 
cated full participation in the legis- 
lative life of India. Outstanding is 
Speaker Patel of the Central Legis- 
lative Assembly, who only three days 
ago was busy making plans for the 
coming legislative session. But, un- 
der the Ghandi resolution Mr. Patel 
will probably have to resign, though 
his friends contend that as _ the 
Speaker he holds a non-party status.

cause of differences of opinion, little | 
. petty jealousies, as to what is the;

Diseases, in the Hotel Commodore. 
The type of operation described by 
Dr. Penfield was for the treatment 
of traumatic epilepsy. To determine 
if there has been a brain injury, ac- 
cording to Dr. Penfield, an encepha- 
logram is taken. This is an X-ray 
photograph made after air has been 
injected into the spinal canal. The 
air goes to the brain and is photo- 
graphed, the shadow on the plate 
disclosing the affected brain area. 
The operation is performed under 
a local anesthetic. Dr. Penfield ex- 
plained that it is better to remove 
the scarred area than leave it. He 
said that in many instances the use 
of surgery in treating traumatic 
epilepsy had been successful.

What they do with the impersonal 
carnage of war in ‘‘Seven,’’ which 
was put on at the Republic last eve- 
ning, would no doubt be well enough 
if other war plays had not done the 
same things better. It is the nearly 
plotless narrative of a squad of | 
American aviators who go to their 
deaths one by one. They die in com- 
bat, sometimes heroically, sometimes | 
unnecessarily, and in the last scene

It should, therefore, like 
many unofficial reports of 1914-18, 
be classed as fiction.’”? Probably it 
will be. 

By setting all the action in the 
salon of a chateau near the western 
front, they give you the casualties 
mostly by hearsay.

The total receipts from football 
were $802,403.19 and expenditures 
$338,596.08, leaving a profit of $463,- 
807.11. Basketball brought in $71,- 
744.55 and the expenditures were 
$59,710.84, leaving a profit of $12.- 
033.71. Total receipts from all 
sources were $1,006,060.61 and the 
expenditures for the same period 
$1,052 ,029.42. 

In its effort to provide competitive 
athletics and recreational facilities 
for the student body, the university 
maintained varsity and freshman 
teams in fifteen different sports. 
Counting both varsity and freshman 
teams, approximately 2,000 students 
engaged in and were benefited by 
this program. 

The total revenues of the past year 
were slightly in excess of the pre- 
vious year, but not up to the record 
established in 1926.

'LOSER NEAR A KNOCKOUT 


| Cavalier Conquers Mays in Seml- 
Final—Johnson Stops Sekyra 


in First Round.

Gerald: Ambrose (Tuffy) Griffith, 
‘from Sioux City, Iowa, proved him- 
| self a pretty good heavyweight 
|fighter last night. Im one of the 
|most spectacular battles seen here in 
| years Griffith pounded his way to a 
victory over Johnny Risko at Madi- 


}son Square Garden before a crowd 

of about 10,000. 

Plunging and tearing, ripping and 
|Smashing, through eight of the ten 
| Sessions, Griffith did about every- 
thing to Risko but knock him out. 
|And at the final bell Referee Jack 
| Denning and Judges Joe Agnello and 

Tommy Shortell were unanimous in 
a decision for the husky young 
Iowan, as was the crowd, judging 
from the outburst of applause which 
greeted the verdict. 

With his victory Griffith proved 
i himself worthy of consideration as 
an opponent for Jack Sharkey in the 
j heavyweight battle proposed by 
Madison Square Garden for Miami 
on Feb. 2. 

Only the remarkable resistance of 
Risko to punishment saved the 
Ohioan from a knockout. But this 
Same wonderful resistance and re- 
cuperative powers under punishing 
blows, with the terrific offensive 
fighting of Griffith. formed the 
| happy combination which gave Gar- 
,den fight patrons an exciting ring 
struggle when one was most desired. 


Griffith Tries for Knockout. 


Griffith tried with every ounce of 
| his strength to knock out Risko. He 
| wanted to duplicate the feat of Max 
| Schmeling and in shorter order. He 
fought a whirlwind, heady battle, but 
| Risko was primed for the fight, a 
supreme test in his own career, and 
| though he sagged and rocked and 
was shaken at times the burly 
Ohioan never went down. 

Griffith gauged his fight perfectly. 
He started in whirlwind fashion and 
|hever relinquished the offensive until 
jhe felt sure he had the battle well 
won. Only in the eighth and ninth 
sessions did Griffith slacken his pace 
land then Risko staged a herculean 
jrally which had Griffith. breaking 
|ground, and the crowd yelling wild 
;encouragement. But in the tenth 
| Griffith came back to the attack and 
joutpounded his rival with a two-fisted 
| ire which completelv overcame what- 
‘ever Risko had to offer. 


Risko Badly Punished. 


In the early part of the battle it 
|}did not appear possibie the match 
would go its scheduled ten rounds. 
Right-hand drives landed on Risko’s 
jaw monotonously. Left hooks to the 
body and tantalizing left jabs to the 
|face came with painful frequency. 
But instead of wilting Risko charged 
like a maddened bull time and again. 
| Excited under the hammering, 
| Risko was wild in the first and twice 
|drew cautions for fouls. In the 
; seventh Risko was again warned, 
| but for the rest it was just a punch 
| trading encounter, in which Griffith 
| proved himself easily the better man. 
For three rounds Griffith was on 
|top of Risko all the time, driving 
|} home solidly with right smashes to

And in the sixth 
session the milling became so torrid 
that Referee Denning lost a front 
tooth when Risko’s head collided 
with the referee’s mouth as Denning 
| sough to break them from a clinch. 


Griffith Holds Upper Hand. 


| Desperately trying to batter past 
| the attack of his foe in the seventh 
Risko lunged and drove at Griffith 
furiously, and at times charged Grif- 
fith to the ropes, grazing the jaw or 
hitting the head, or pounding the 
body with heavy rights and lefts, but 
always Griffith held the upper hand. 
Then in the eighth and _ ninth 
rounds Risko pulled the crowd to its 
feet with a rally designed to turn 
impending defeat into victory. The 
Clevelander roughed Griffith all over 
the ring in these two rounds, and 
hurt Griffith no little with savage 
left hooks to the body, or right 
drives to the head or jaw. But Tuffy 
came back in the tenth and fought 
| Risko tooth and nail for the three 
minutes, giving better than he re 
ceived and outfighting Risko to the 
|elosing bell. Griffith weighed 184% 
pounds and Risko 192. 


Paterson Heavyweight Wins. 


Paul Cavalier of Paterson con- 
|quered Harold Mays, Bayonne, in & 
| battle of New Jersey heavyweights, 
| which held its own appeal for Mayor 


Frank Hague of Jersey City, who 
|viewed the spectacle with Mayor

For the crowd, however, there was 
nothing to excite the emotions or the 
imagination. It was a hard-fought 
struggle, but was ordinary from a 
competitive standpoint. Cavalier 
won the decision with a spectacular 
rally which had Mays rather be- 
fogged as the final bell clanged. 
Cavalier weighed 182%; Mays 191%. 

Larry Johnson, Chicago light heavy- 
weight, lived up to the description of 
his hitting strength which preceded 
his arrival in this city when he 
knocked out Joe Sekyra, Dayton 
(Ohio) fighter in the first round of 
what was scheduled as the first ten- 
round battle. A terrific right to the 
ear dropped Sekyra in his tracks al- 
most before the men had warmed to 
| their task, and he was counted out

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ENFORCING AND ENFORCEABLE. 


Some time ago Mr. WICKERSHAM, 
Chairman of President HOOVER’sS 
Commission on Crime and Law En- 
forcement, suggested in a letter 
which was made public that it 
might be well to redraft the Volstead 
act so as to make it “more en- 
forceable.” For this he was prompt- 
ly denounced as an enemy of pro- 
hibition, and President HOOVER was 
called upon to remove him. Last 
week another member of President 
Hoover’s Crime Commission, a Fed- 
eral Judge in California, made a 
statement in which he said that in 
the enforcement of the prohibitory 
law there had been far too much 
“government lawlessness.” There- 
upon he, in his turn, was bitterly as- 
sailed by ardent prohibitionists, who 
demanded that he too be removed. 
Day ‘by day this zeal for cutting off 
heads seems to mount. Senator 
BorAH would discharge the entire 
personnel of the prohibition unit, 
with a few exceptions. Senator 
Norris insists that all would be well 
if the chief enforcement officer, Sec- 
retary MELLON, were really in favor 
of prohibition. Asserting that he is 
known not to be, the Nebraska Sen- 
ator insists that Mr. MELLON ought 
to resign, and that if he does not, 
the President should remove him.

The collection of ashes and 
garbage in open trucks, resulting in 
sprinkling the streets with bits of 
refuse and filling the air with dust 
and foul odors, has been frequently 
execrated.

La Epoca of Buenos Aires, official 
organ of the radical party which 
at present controls the government 
of Argentina. He spoke at a 
luncheon of the Pan-American So- 
ciety yesterday at the Bankers’ Club, 
120 Broadway. John L. Merrill, 
president of the organization, pre- 
sided. 

Dr. Lenhardson is professor of 
Rural Economy at the University of 
La Plata. He is also director of sev- 
eral companies in Buenos Aires. In 
politics he has taken an active part 
in the councils of the Democratic 


arty and in the party of President 

rigoyen. Since arriving in New 
York in October, Dr. Lenhardson 
has made a tour of the country. He 
is leaving today for France on the 
Leviathan. 

‘‘We feel that business can be a 
way to be friends,’’ Dr. Lenhardson 
declared, ‘‘and that is the only rea- 
son that we give so much considera- 
tion to business. Our languages are 
different, but the races are not so 
different. We are like you in many 
ways. The history of Argentina is 
an admirable one. We begin with 
political institutions like yours; they 
are a copy of those of your country. 
That means that we have the same 
ideas. And it has not been easy 
when you consider that we have had, 
during twenty-five years, civil wars. 
In our political life we give America 
precedence. When there was a war 
with Chile and a war with Brazil, we 
chose you as arbitrator. 


Argentina Admires the United States. 


“TIT have heard many times in the 
streets of my city men say that we 
do not like the United States—and 
the men of the streets will tell you 
the truth. But I came here and 
found a new people. In the normal 
life of every day, how can you of the 


United States have the idea that our 
country does not have plenty of ad- 
miration for you, when your imports 
are large in volume? Some say that 
we buy from you because your goods 
are cheaper. That is not true. We 
can buy European cars that are 
cheaper, but we buy your cars. They 
have in Buenos Aires three or four 
movies of European firms which 
operate at half the price of those of 
American companies, and yet the 
people go to see American movies 
and pay double the price. Two of 
the greatest banks in Buenos Aires 
are of the United States. The idea 
that we do not like you is wrong. 
The understanding and _ good-will 
necessary depend on the effort of 
every individual man.’”’ 

Dr. Lenhardson said that mass 


production and standardization were | 


generally considered two great evils 
of our civilization. 


‘In my opinion, however, they are | 


the most wonderful factors of mod- 
ern times,’ he continued. ‘‘I be- 
lieve that democracy must become 
economic. The United States is in 
fact an economic democracy. You 
are giving a standard of living in 
which every man can have what he 
needs, be well fed and well clothed 


and happy. You have arranged your | 


colleges to prove it. I am sure that 
the best we can do for the improve- 
ment of democracy is to help mass 
production.”’ 

In an interview at the Savoy Plaza 


Hotel later, Dr. Lenhardson declared | 


that President Hoover’s trip to 
Argentina showed the people that 
the United States had an attitude of 
good-will toward Latin America. He 
said that this was the first act of 
good-will ever taken by the United 
States toward the Argentine, and the 
first occasion that its people realized 
the friendly attitude of America. 
“But let it not stop with this,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Go on showing us that you 
are our friends by action and not 
only by words. You should not give 
so much importance to conferences 
and luncheons, but to actions. 


Hoover Sees Need to Cooperate. 


“Mr. Hoover realizes that this 
@ountry can be developed only 
through cooperation with Latin 
America. He sees that the ties be- 
tween the parts of America where 
manufacture takes place and the 
parts where the raw materials are 


to be found will have to be strength- 
ened if the United States is to be 
able to progress. But the trouble is 
that the people are not supporting 
him, and as yet nothing further has 
been done. The whole country must 
back him in his efforts.’’ 

Dr. Lenhardson said he visualized 
a United States of North and South 
America in the future and that this 
union would be the producer of the 
world and would supply Europe with 
all it needs. 

Economic conditions in Europe are 
now worse than before the war, Dr. 

enhardson said. 

“Their money is worth only one- 
third or one-fourth of what it was 
before the war and their debts are 
up to ten times as large,’’ he said. 

“The people have to adopt a cheap- 
er way of living, and this American 
industry only can supply.”’ 


Sees Danger of New War. 


‘Dr. Lenhardson declared that if 
conditions of life were not so poor in 
Europe, its countries might already 
have started a new war. That the 
danger of a war is imminent is the 
reason for the refusals of the United 
States and of Argentina to join the 
League of Nations, he said. ait 

“Tf the countries over there remain 
in these conditions for several years, 
he said, ‘‘the only sure way to change 
them is to improve the living stand- 
ards of the population.” 

Speaking of conditions in the Ar- 
gentine, Dr. Lenhardson said that 
everything was quiet and that os 
count: was very prosperous.

Says Plan is Economical. 


Dr. Schroeder was unwilling to 
meet this request and he has advised 
Mayor Walker that the city could 
inaugurate a great public improve- 
,ment by establishing its own ambu- 
lance service. In addition to being 
more economical, Dr. Schroeder and 
the Mayor feel that ambulance ser- 
| vice should’ he more directly under 
|city control. If a private hospital 
fails to carry out the terms of its 
| contract now, the city has no re- 
; course except to cancel its contract. 
| This form of supervision, according 
to Dr. Schroeder, is ‘‘hazy and in- 
effective.”’ 

The present system of ambulance 
service under contract has produced 
much friction between hospitals and 
| the city in the past year. When the 
price was raised to $3,000 the hos- 
pitals seemed satisfied for a short 
time, -but Dr. Schroeder’s order for 
| twenty-four hour service on every 
ambulance brought them into 
another controversy with the city. 
Last April the Norwegian Hospital 
iin Brooklyn ended its service of two 
jambulances after maintaining the 
service for thirty years. The Rev. 
| C. OQ. Pederson, superintendent, said 
the payment of $5,000 a year for the 
| two ambulances was not enough. He 
pointed out that the twenty-four hour 
order necessitated the employment of 
another driver and the assignment of

Sees Difficulties Solved. 


Dr. James Holmes, director of the

TO USE 13-MONTH CALENDAR 


Hotel New Yorker Adopts Reform 
to Get Accurate Comparisons. 


The thirteen-month calendar will be 
used by the Hotel New Yorker, which 
opens on Thursday, Ralph Hitz, man- 
aging director, announced yesterday. 
He said it is the first hotel to adopt 
the new system. With the present 
calendar, he explained, it is impos- 
sible to compare accurately one 
month’s business with that of an- 
other, not only because some months 
differ in length, but because certain 
days differ in economic value in the 
hotel industry.

Stocks Move Irregularly, Trans- 
actions Larger—Money 6%, 
$11,250,000 Gold Goes Out. 


Engagement of $11,250,000 more 
gold for export was the outstanding 
news of yesterday’s financial mar- 
kets; it brought the outward move- 
ment since the October panic week 
to $105,000,000. Practically all of the 
week-end consignments go to France, 
and the position of Paris in the gold 
market was further emphasized by 
cabled news that an_ additional | 
$2,750,000 had been taken yesterday 
from the Bank of England for the 
French destination. Paris exchange | 
at New York sold again yesterday at 
the high price of the year and the 
highest reached since February, 1927. 

Transactions on the Stock Ex- 
change were larger, running nearly 
800,000 shares above Thursday and | 
not quite 1,400,000 above Tuesday; 
but the market’s movement seemed 
to lead nowhere. In the main its 
trend ‘was downward, although losses 
were not large. The comparatively 
few advances, some of them running 
to 6 points or more, were largely 
Railway 
shares rather generally declined, evi- 
dently paying more attention to the 
reports now coming in of poor No- 
mation plans.’’ The thirty roads re-

The State of Tennessee is contem- 
plating the sale of approximately 
$30,000,000 in bonds and short-term 
notes, chiefly for highway, bridge 
and public improvement purposes, 
according to advices received here 
yesterday.

A small amount of cotton is still in the 
fields in Western Oklahoma and some 
icking is being done in northeastern belt. 
he harvest of the cotton crop is nearly 
finished in New Mexico and California. 
temperatures checked the molding 
of corn in Indiana and Ohio. The weather 
was unfavorable for husking in South Da- 
kota, but this work has been completed 
almost everywhere, though a small amount 
was done in Iowa and Kansas and some 
cribbing in Mgssouri. Frozen ground made 
hauling possible in the latter States. One- 
fourth of the corn crop is atill out in 
Kentucky. 

No reports were received of appreciable 
injury to Winter wheat by the cold weather 
of the past week. In the Ohio valley the 
ground is mov well covered with snow 
and some sections report a depth of from 
2 to 30 inches, The condition of wheat 
is still satisfactory in the Western belt, 
although the ground was bare during the 
severe wintry weather. Growth wes 
stopped in Oklahoma, but no serious dam- 
age occurred. The weather was favorable 
for Winter grain in the Pacific Northwest, 
with some. improvement noted, and snow 
was beneficial in the Bastern great basin 
and in Colorado.
